GRASS MOWING

Cl-1 SCOPE OF WORK. The work performed under this
section consists of furnishing labor, equipment, fuel,
transportation, tools and supplies necessary for mowing and
trimming grass and vegetation in strict accordance with these
specifications for the areas listed in Exhibit A.

Cl1-2 MATERIALS. Not Used.
Cl1-3 WORK TO BE PERFORMED.

Cl1-3.1 General. For the purpose of this contract, mowing
is defined as the cutting of grass, weeds, vines, or other
vegetation. Trimming is defined as the cutting of grass, weeds,
vines, or other vegetation around items such as buildings,
sidewalks, guardrails, posts, instruments, telephone poles,
drinking fountains, grills, campsites, fire rings, picnic tables,
trees, shrubbery, curbing, stone slope protection areas, bumper
blocks In camping and parking areas, and other such obstacles.

C1-3.1.1 Ordering Mowings. When a Task Order is issued to
mow a designated area, mowing shall be completed within the period
specified in Exhibit A, following said notification. This
excludes variances, i1.e. weekends, holidays, or other variances
allowed or required by the COR. All variances allowed or required
by the COR, will be submitted to the Contractor in writing. Areas
shall be mowed in the order they are listed on the notification by
COR.

Cl1-3.1.2 Grass Height. Mowing and trimming In each area
must be done in such a manner as to provide uniform grass height.
Upon the completion of mowing and trimming in an area, all grass
must be within the specified height limits as listed in paragraph
C1-3.2.1.

C1-3.1.3 Mowing Hours. Work to be performed in secured
areas shall be accomplished during normal project work hours shown
at Exhibit A. All mowing operations shall be performed during
daylight hours. The COR may suspend mowing and/or trimming
operations at any time, because of wet grounds, safety hazards, or
other reasons which are deemed valid. The COR shall deduct an
amount equal to the cost of mowing the area, where mowing has been
suspended. (This deduction will be reflected in a Task Order
modification.) Likewise, mowing and trimming operations shall not
be conducted on Saturdays, Sundays, or Federal holidays, unless
approved iIn writing, in advance, by the COR. Work approved for
weekends or holidays shall be at no additional expense to the
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Government. Mowing In camping areas shall be performed between
9:00 a.m. and 6:00 p.m. It shall be the responsibility of the
Contractor to locate each geotechnical instrument within the
mowing limits, prior to each mowing and ensure that the
instruments are visible to the employees working in the area. The
Contractor shall be responsible for any damage to such
geotechnical instruments during mowing. The Contractor shall also
be held responsible for damage/breakage to water shutoff valves,
risers, caps, and other Government property.

C1-3.2 Mowing Operations. All mowing operations shall be
conducted to protect the grass, sod, equipment, trees and shrubs
in the areas, and to ensure the safety of all persons iIn the
vicinity of the mowing operations. As a safety precaution,
directing the open vent in the mower housing toward vehicles or
people shall be avoided.

Cl1-3.2.1 Description of Areas. The areas to be mowed, with
approximate acreage, are listed and shown on Exhibit A. The
height of cuts are broken into two different types. Type 1 Cut -
the required cut is 3 inches, and normally mowed when the grass
height is less than 6 inches.

The Contractor shall provide grass mowing
as necessary to maintain the proper height and as defined for each
area as specified in Exhibit A. The Contractor shall be liable
Tor replacement of trees and shrubs damaged by mowing equipment.

C1-3.3 Trimming. All trimming of an area shall be performed
in conjunction with the mowing of the area and shall be completed
within 24 hours of completion of the mowing. Trimming shall
ensure that all vegetation adjacent to woody plants and
structures, including but not limited to, buildings, fences,
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signs, and surface areas be uniform iIn height as designated for
each area in Exhibit A.

C1-3.3.1 Alternative Herbicide Application. The Contractor
may elect, at no additional cost to the Government, to apply
herbicide In accordance with herbicide application guidance
contained In Section C2 - MAINTENANCE OF LANDSCAPED AREAS in order
to reduce or eliminate mechanical trimming.

C1-3.4 Removal of Grass Clippings. The Contractor shall
gather clippings from mowed areas only when requested by the COR.
All clippings shall be removed by the Contractor, and disposed of
as specified in Section Cl11 - ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION. This
applies only to areas which are mowed on a regular basis; it does
not apply to areas which are mowed less than twice a month during
the mowing season.

Cl-4 SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS.

Cl-4.1 Deficiencies. It is the intent of this requirement
that mowing operations be started within 24 hours of notification
by the COR and continued uninterrupted until all work is
completed. The mowing and trimming described on the Task Order
shall be completed within the time period specified in Exhibit A
following notification by the COR. If the work is not completed
at the end of the time period, a Contractor Deficiency Report
(CDR) will be issued as described in Section C12 - SPECIAL
CONTRACT REQUIREMENTS.

Cl-4.2 Safety. In addition to the Occupational Safety and
Health Act (OSHA) Safety Standards and Corps of Engineers Safety
and Health Requirements Manual, EM 385-1-1, the Contractor shall
comply with the following:

On steep and uneven terrain, use of flails or similar type
mowing apparatus shall not be permitted.

Safety glasses with side shields, hard hats, and safety
shoes shall be the minimum safety apparel worn by persons
operating any mowing or trimming equipment.

All riding equipment, used on slopes of 3 horizontal to
1 vertical or steeper, shall have rollover protection in
addition to seat belts.

A standard "'Mowing Ahead' sign in accordance with the
Manual of Uniform Traffic Control Devices shall be erected
on each end of mowing operations at every area when mowing

Payment for
removal of grass clippings will be made at the applicable contract
unit price per acre which price shall include all costs of labor,
supplies, and equipment required to complete the work as
specified.

However,
unusual conditions may require the use of restricted-use
pesticides, provided prior approval is obtained from the COR.

For the purposes of this
contract, “Pesticide Application” includes the use of herbicides,
insecticides, fungicides, larvicides and rodenticides. The
Contractor shall provide ground application services for
pesticides at the locations indicated in the Task Order and as
shown in Exhibit B. Application shall be done in accordance with
all local, state, and Federal laws; and a minimum of one state
certified applicator shall be supervising during all work. Proof
of certification shall be submitted to the COR prior to starting
herbicide application. All safety standards shall be followed
including manufacturers recommendations. The pesticides shall be
mixed and applied in accordance with the manufacturer®s specified
application rate. A Kkill rate of 95% of the target pests shall be
considered the standard for pesticide application on the project.
All proper precautions shall be employed to prevent the pesticides
from contaminating surrounding areas. The Contractor shall
furnish and use a spray pattern indicator such as Blazon (Monsanto
Corp.) which is inert and biodegradable in all spraying
operations. When requested by the COR, the Contractor shall
provide barricades and/or proper signs, to protect the public from
exposure to the pesticides. All pesticides must be approved by
the COR prior to their use on Government property. Following each
application of pesticides, a "Pesticide Application Record™ ORD
Form 1031 (Exhibit N) shall be completed by the Contractor and
submitted to the COR. Pesticides shall conform to the
requirements of paragraph C2-2.6. The Contractor shall mix and
store all pesticides off project. The Government reserves the
right to inspect the equipment to be used at any time and to
require i1ts removal from the worksite, if 1t is found to be unsafe
for the type or condition of the worksite. The Contractor must
provide adequate safety equipment, and ensure its use during
applications.

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SECTION C3
CLEANING SERVICES

C3-1 SCOPE OF WORK. The work performed under this
section consists of furnishing labor, equipment, fuel,
transportation, tools and supplies necessary for the performance
of the services described herein, for the areas, facilities and
equipment listed in Exhibit C.

C3-2 MATERIALS. All materials, except those listed in
Exhibit C to be furnished by the Government, shall be furnished by
the Contractor. All materials shall meet the requirements listed
in Exhibit C. Materials required in the performance of the work
which are not specified shall be commercial products suited for
the i1ntended use.

C3-3 WORK TO BE PERFORMED.

C3-3.1 General. All trash and debris, drift, ashes and
garbage shall be removed as required and deposited in a designated
solid waste container. All cleaning services within work areas,
offices, buildings, picnic areas and campgrounds shall be
performed so as not to interfere with the users. The restrooms
shall be closed during cleaning.

C3-3.2 Restroom, Locker Room, and Washhouse. All interior
floors, walls, windows, doors, louvers, sills, light covers,
fixtures, mirrors, shower curtains and stalls, benches, partitions
(exterior and interior), wash basins, and interior trash
receptacles, shall be cleaned during each service. Cleaning shall
also include the removal of all dust from window sills and screens
and the removal of iInsects and insect nests. All shower stalls,
toilets, inside of vault toilet seats, urinals, sinks, and floors
shall be sanitized during each cleaning. All toilet tissue
Tixtures shall be checked and filled during each cleaning. An
equivalent of one full roll of any toilet paper shall be
maintained per fixture. All drawings, writings, or graffiti that
can be removed with commercially available cleansers or solvents
shall be removed. Exterior drinking fountains attached to
restroom buildings will be considered part of the restroom and
will be cleaned as part of a restroom service. Prior to leaving
the restroom, locker room, or washhouse, all remaining cleanser
shall be thoroughly rinsed, and excess water mopped dry or
otherwise removed. There shall be no soap film or residue left
after any cleaning operations.
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C3-3.2.1 Minor Maintenance. During each cleaning the
Contractor shall perform minor maintenance to insure continued
operation of subject facilities. Such maintenance shall include,
but not be limited to, tightening loose fittings, screws or bolts,
checking and turning off water faucets, cleaning drains with a
plunger and/or snake, and replacing all burnt out light bulbs and
damaged or worn out shower curtains.

C3-3.2.2 Reporting Maintenance Requirement. On each day
work s performed, the Contractor shall report the following to
the COR:

(1) Malfunctioning or damaged fixtures. The
Contractor shall turn off water to that fixture.

(2) Damaged toilet paper holders, broken windows,
screens, or mirrors or any damage which could cause injury.
IT injury could result from the use of a damaged item, the
Contractor shall remove the item from service and report
such action immediately to the COR or Inspector.

(3) Leaks in plumbing which cannot be stopped by the
tightening of a fitting.

(4) Damaged door latches which cannot be repaired by
the tightening of a screw or bolt.

(5) Floor, sink and shower drains and toilets which
cannot be unplugged by a plunger and/or snake.

C3-3.2.3 Power Outages. When "No Power™ complaints are
received for restrooms or washhouses, the Contractor shall check
the ground fault circuit interrupter for that service and reset
the circuit interrupter or breaker or replace fuses, as necessary.
IT power is still off, the condition shall be reported to the COR
for repair, and the affected restroom or washhouse shall be locked
up as requested by the COR. A sign (provided by Contractor)
informing the public that the restroom is out of order shall be
installed.

C3-3.2.4 Pest and Odor Control. The Contractor shall place
devices approved by the COR in the restrooms or washhouses for the
control of pests during the contract period. The Contractor shall
add odor control material to vault toilets the first cleaning each
week. The material shall cover the entire contents of the vault.

C3-3.2.5 Water Problems. If a restroom or washhouse does
not have water, the Contractor shall inspect it to determine the
cause. IT the cause i1s a closed valve, the valve shall be opened
if possible; if not, the affected building shall be locked up, a
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sign (provided by the Contractor) shall be placed on the facility
to notify the public, and the COR shall be notified.

C3-3.2.6 Toilets. It is the contractor”s responsibility to
unclog blocked toilets in campground restrooms within one (1)
hour of notification. This service shall be accomplished any time
between 8:00 a.m. and 12 midnight in order to assure proper
functioning facilities.

C3-3.2.7 Lockers. |If lockers are present in the cleaning
area, the outside of the lockers shall be cleaned and dusted.

C3-3.3 Emergency Cleaning for Restrooms and Washhouses.
At times emergency cleanings may be necessary due to heavy
use. These cleanings will be ordered by the COR and may
be required to be accomplished within the time period specified in
Exhibit C. All services specified in paragraph C3-3.2 shall be
performed.

C3-3.4 Additioni{kéj ning éﬂ strooms and Washhouses.
All services speciTtie p raacL 32 shaii~beperformed.

C3-3.5 Project Offices/Visitor Centers. All items listed in
C3-3.5.1 through C3-3.5.18 are to be cleaned each service.

C3-3.5.1 Floors. When completing the floor work listed
below, furniture should be moved, as needed, to assure that all
areas are cleaned. Furniture shall be replaced as work is
completed.

C3-3.5.2 Uncarpeted Floors. All uncarpeted floors shall be
swept and wet mopped or vacuumed during each cleaning service. A
disinfectant cleaner shall be used for all mopping work. All
floors shall look clean and all scuff marks shall be removed by
the Contractor.

C3-3.5.3 Carpeted Floors. All carpeted floors shall be
vacuumed each cleaning service, including corners and floor
molding. Throw rugs and rubber mats shall be thoroughly vacuumed
or shaken outside.

C3-3.5.4 Windows. All windows, interior and exterior,
including windows in doors shall be kept clean. Windows shall be
washed with an approved cleaner. Sills and venetian blinds shall
be dusted each cleaning.
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C3-3.5.5 Doors. All doors, interior and exterior, shall be
dusted and cleaned and all smudge or dirt marks shall be removed.

C3-3.5.6 Furniture (Desks, Tables, Chairs, Stools,
Bookcases, Map Cabinets, etc.) Dust and wipe all vertical and
horizontal surfaces.

(1) Wood desks (including glass), credenzas, tables and
finished counter tops - dust and clean tops, which are
cleared of paperwork, books, etc. Clean surfaces with approved
cleaner.

(2) Metal desks, cabinets, shelves - damp wipe sides.

(3) Chairs and stools. Clean fabric with an approved
upholster cleaner.

(4) File cabinets and shelves.

(5) Book cases and cabinets with glass doors (including
glass)

(6) Benches - Vacuum cloth surfaces and clean all
soiled areas.

C3-3.5.7 Drinking Fountains. Drinking fountains shall be
cleaned and disinfected.

C3-3.5.8 Pictures and Displays. All picture frames and
exhibits shall be dusted.

C3-3.5.9 Baseboards. All baseboards shall be dusted and
cleaned of any scuff marks or soiled areas.

C3-3.5.10 Lights. Light fixtures and covers shall be
cleaned. Burned out light bulbs shall be replaced on the inside
of buildings under this cleaning service.

C3-3.5.11 Heating - Cooling Return and Grills. Grills shall
be cleaned to remove dust and foreign matter.

C3-3.5.12 Wwalls and Ceiling (Interior).

C3-3.5.13 Lunch Areas. Clean horizontal and vertical
surfaces.

C3-3.5.14 Trash receptacles - empty contents. Replace
liners, if soiled or torn.

C3-3.5.17 Exterior Walkways. Walkways around buildings
shall be swept clean of all dirt, animal, plant, insect and bird
waste material.

C3-3.5.18 Restrooms not having outside public entrance will
be cleaned as part of the office/visitor center cleaning.
Restrooms with an outside entrance shall be ordered and paid as a
separate line i1tem under paragraph 3.2 above.

C3-3.15 Policing Grounds. This work includes all grounds
in the recreation areas shown in Exhibit C. All trash, debris,
garbage, ashes, drift and fallen trees and branches (up to 6
inches butt diameter) within recreation areas and are visible from
pathways of normal use patterns within the areas shall be removed.
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All unattended fires In these areas shall be extinguished. With
the exception of the area covered under C3-3.19 (beaches), this
work will not cover areas exposed by prolonged drawdown.

C3-3.16 Policing Roads. This work includes all areas listed
in Exhibit C. All trash, debris, garbage, ashes, drift and fallen
trees and branches (up to 6 inches butt diameter) on or along all
parking lots, roads and their right-of-way included in this
contract shall be picked up and disposed of properly.

C3-3.17 Policing Dam. This work includes areas as defined

in Exhibit C. All ,Tdebri es, garbage, drift, and other
materials depositedtﬁﬁegg[ﬁ fgégiEgﬁDthé dam andLébutments shall
be picked up and disposed of properly.

C3-3.18 Playground Equipment Inspection. The Contractor
shall i1nspect all playground equipment as listed in Exhibit C.
The inspection shall include, but not be limited to, looking for
worn chains on swing sets (especially moving parts), loose or
missing bolts or parts, and examining the ground surface under and
around the equipment to insure that a soft (shock absorbing)
material is in place. Other items to be inspected are listed on
the inspection standards furnished with the Playground Inspection
Form as listed in Exhibit C. Worn or missing parts shall be
reported to the COR mmmediately, and loose bolts or parts shall be
tightened, if possible, or otherwise reported to the COR. The
Contractor shall be responsible for redistributing loose, shock
absorbent surface materials such as shredded bark, shredded
rubber, or pea gravel when necessary so that these loose materials
are a uniform depth throughout the area. The Contractor shall
document all inspections on the Playground Inspection Form, which
shall be provided to the COR at least once a week on Friday, or
immediately when a safety hazard i1s discovered.

C3-3.19 Beach Inspection. An inspection of the beach at
the areas listed in Exhibit C shall be accomplished to assure

public safety. The results of the i1nspection shall be recorded
on the“Swjmmjng_Beachd(gp ect[9§%EgE§klist_as_Listed in Exhibit C,
which shall be delivered to the on the same day of the
Inspection.

insects and nest. This item will be considered incidental to the
cleaning and policing of buildings and grounds. No separate
payment will be made for removal of insects.

C3-4 SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS. The Contractor shall furnish
equipment appropriate to perform the work required. All safety
equipment and supplies shall be furnished by the Contractor in
accordance with EM 385-1-1. Material Safety Data Sheets shall be
furnished to the Contracting Officer for all cleaning materials
used by the Contractor.

A schedule of services shall be submitted for approval by the COR.
All work shall be accomplished on the days specified. The COR may
suspend work at any time due to facilities being closed or other
reasons that are deemed valid. When work has been suspended, the
Contractor shall not invoice, nor will the Government pay for work
not completed.

SOLID WASTE REMOVAL

C4-1 SCOPE OF WORK. The work to be performed under this
Section consists of furnishing all necessary labor and equipment
to collect and dispose of trash and garbage in the areas
designated in Exhibit D.

C4-2 MATERIALS. Not Used.
C4-3 WORK TO BE PERFORMED.

C4-3.1 Complete Pickup Service. The following listed
specific services shall be performed as one complete cleanup
service:

(1) Removal of all contents of the garbage receptacles
in the specified area and all trash, paper, bottles, cans
and other debris on the ground within a ten-foot radius of
the receptacles. Descriptions and locations of all receptacles
applicable to this section for services ordered are listed in
Exhibit D.

(2) Containers shall be returned to their original
locations with lids closed.

C4-3.2 Additional Solid Waste Removal. If pickups are
required, which differ from the normal schedule as listed in
Exhibit D, they will be considered additional solid waste removal
and will be ordered accordingly.

C4-4 SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS. It shall be the
responsibility of the Contractor to comply with all state and
local laws and regulations concerning solid waste disposal.
Disposal shall be done only at a site approved for that purpose.
A letter of compliance and a signed release from the dump site
property owners will be furnished the COR during the pre-work
conference.

C4-4.1 Vehicles. The Contractor shall use equipment
capable of emptying receptacles as specified in Exhibit D.
Vehicles shall use the existing service roads. Gross vehicle
weight restrictions for Government roads, i1f any, are listed in
Exhibit D. Any state or local road use permits required shall be
the responsibility of the Contractor.
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C4-4.2 Receptacles. The Contractor shall supply and service
receptacles in quantity and locations listed in Exhibit D. These
receptacles shall be in place 48 hours before the first scheduled
pickup of a particular line 1tem. The Contractor furnished
receptacles shall be maintained In an operationally safe,
serviceable condition at all times. The receptacles shall be
maintained in a neat, clean, odor-free, and pest-free condition.
They shall be leak-proof, in a fully serviceable condition (no
defects) and shall be compatible with the hoisting mechanism of
the Contractor®s collection vehicles. Exterior appearance of the
receptacles shall conform to the specifications In Exhibit D.

C4-5 SCHEDULE OF WORK. Collections shall be made as listed
in Exhibit D upon issuance of Task Orders as described in Section
C12 - SPECIAL CONTRACT REQUIREMENTS.

C4-6 LOCATION OF WORK. The location of the work is
shown on Exhibit D.

C4-7 GOVERNMENT FURNISHED EQUIPMENT AND MATERIALS. Not
Used.

C4-8 MEASUREMENT AND PAYMENT.

C4-8.1 Solid Waste Removal. Measurement and payment for
solid waste removal will be at the applicable contract unit price
made by the number of receptacles picked up, which price shall
include all costs of labor, supplies, and equipment required to
complete the work as specified.

C4-8.2 Additional Solid Waste Removal. Measurement and
payment for solid waste removal will be at the applicable contract
unit price made by the number of receptacles picked up, which
shall include all costs of labor, supplies, and equipment required
to complete the work as specified.
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SECTION C5
RAW SEWAGE AND SLUDGE REMOVAL

C5-1 SCOPE OF WORK. The work to be performed under this
Section consists of furnishing all necessary labor and equipment
to collect and dispose of raw sewage and sludge in the areas
designated.

C5-2 MATERIALS. Not Used.

C5-3 WORK TO BE PERFORMED. The following listed specific
services shall be performed as one complete cleanup service.

(1) Pump and clean holding tanks, septic tanks, vault
and portable toilets, grease traps and sewage plant aeration tanks
as indicated in Exhibit E. All rocks, cans, liquids (except the
bottom three (3) i1nches) and other waste shall be removed from
each system each time they are pumped.

(2) All spillage resulting from pumping operations
shall be cleaned up immediately.

(3) The Contractor shall be responsible for using
proper tools for the safe removal and placement of holding, vault
and septic tank man-hole covers.

(4) Notify the COR when tanks are in need of repailr.

C5-4 SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS. It shall be the responsibility
of the Contractor to comply with all Federal, state, and local
laws and regulations concerning the disposal of raw sewage and
sludge. Disposal shall be done only at a site approved for that
purpose. A letter from either the sewage plant accepting sewage
or the state environmental agency approval of an alternate dump
site shall be furnished the COR during the pre-work conference.

C5-5 SCHEDULE OF WORK. The Contractor will be notified at
least 24 hours i1n advance of a pickup. All scheduled pickups
shall be done between 9 a.m. and 3 p.m. on any day, except
Saturday, Sunday, or holidays, unless permission to do otherwise

IS granted by the COR in advance. The pickup frequencies given in
Exhibit E are approximate; actual requirements will be specified
in the Task Orders.

C5-6 LOCATION OF WORK. The location of the work is
shown on Exhibit E.
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C5-7 GOVERNMENT FURNISHED EQUIPMENT AND MATERIALS. Not
Used.

C5-8 MEASUREMENT AND PAYMENT .

C5-8.1 Raw Sewage. Measurement and payment for removal of
raw sewage from holding tanks will be made at the applicable unit
price by the number of gallons removed, which price shall include
all costs of labor, supplies, and equipment required to complete
the work as specified and disposal fees.

C5-8.2 Sludge from Sewage Treatment Plant. Measurement and
payment for removal of sludge from sewage treatment plant will be

made at the applicabl ac i ice by the number of each
service or number o Eﬂfgg}g rEJgsgﬁgggs identified on the price
schedule, which price shall include all costs of labor, supplies,
and equipment required to complete the work as specified and

disposal fees.
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SECTION C10
BOUNDARY

C10-1 SCOPE OF WORK. The work covered by this
section consists of furnishing all labor, equipment, fuel,
materials, vehicles, tools and supplies for applying paint as
boundary markings and replacement of missing boundary markers
(I-beams) as indicated in these specifications.

C10-2 MATERIALS.

Cl10-2.1 Paints and other coatings. Paints and stains
shall be of high quality and shall be the product of a
manufacturer regularly engaged in the manufacturing of high
quality paints and stains. The material to be applied shall
be approved by the COR prior to use. Material Safety Data
Sheets (MSDS) shall be available for all applicable
materials.

C10-2.1.1 Yellow Boundary Marking Paint. Yellow
boundary marking paint shall be an oil based paint similar or
equal to Nelson Boundary Marking Paint.

C10-2.1.2 White Boundary Marking Paint. White paint
for numbers on boundary markers shall be paste-type paint
similar or equal to Nelson Nolle Script Tube Marker Paint.

Cl1l0-2.2 Packaging, Labeling and Storage. Paints shall
be in sealed containers that legibly show the designated
names, formula, or specification number, batch number, color,
quality, date of manufacture, manufacturer®s formulation
number, manufacturer®s directions including any warnings and
special precautions, and name of manufacture. Pigmented
paints shall be furnished in containers not larger than five
gallons. All material shall be handled 1n accordance with
the manufacturer®s recommendations. Material Safety Data
Sheets (MSDS"s) shall be available for all applicable
materials.

C10-3 Boundary Marking

C10-3.1 General. The Contractor shall mark and paint
segments of the Government boundary line surrounding the
project as ordered. The Government will furnish a set of
real estate segment maps covering the work area and boundary
line signs. The project boundary line shall be reestablished
by remarking, painting, blaze marking and posts to provide a
highly visible boundary for protection, control and
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maintenance, and to prevent encroachment on Federal lands.

Paint color and type shall be approved by the COR prior to

beginning of work. This work includes locating boundaries,
replacing missing l-beams, preparing the surface of beams,

and furnishing and applying the paint as required.

C10-3.2 Marking

C10-3.2.1 Corner Monuments. Most corner monuments
consist of a 2" diameter steel pipe set in the ground.
Corner monuments shall be repainted with yellow paint. For
those monuments without a corner number stamped into a brass
disc on top of the pipe, the number shall be scribed on the
side of the pipe with white paste-type paint. The numbers
shall be approximately one inch high. Some corner monuments
may occasionally consist of a rock or tree; 1iIn these
instances, existing paint marks shall be repainted. Missing
corner monuments shall be reported to the COR.

C10-3.2.2 1-Beams. Two inch l-beams with U.S. property
boundary signs attached are located adjacent to many corner
monuments and as intermediate points on the property line
between some corners. All l-beams shall have the top two
Teet painted yellow. Those having identifying monument
numbers scribed on them shall have the numbers repainted with
white paste-type paint. Missing I-beams shall be replaced at
corners as needed.

C10-3.2.3 Witness Trees. The blaze marks on all
witness trees shall be repainted with yellow paint. Blaze
marks are usually three to four inches wide and four to siXx
inches long and were originally cut into the trees with a
hatchet. There are usually three witness trees located
within sight of each corner monument and the blaze marks are
on the side facing the monument. The contractor shall mark a
complete paint ring around one of the witness trees to
provide extra visibility. The complete ring should be on a
tree located on Government property.

C1l0-3.2.4 Line Trees. Trees within four feet of either
side of the boundary line and which have a blaze mark shall
have the blaze mark repainted with yellow paint. As a
general rule, each blazed tree is visible from the succeeding
line tree. Blazed trees are usually 10 to 40 feet apart
along the entire length of the boundary. Blaze marks on line
trees are on the side facing the boundary line except for
trees growing on the line in which case a blaze mark is
located on either side of the tree indicating that the line
goes through the tree.
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C10-3.2.5 Interruption in Line. 1t is the intent of
this specification that the line be remarked without breaks
or gaps, however, if the Contractor finds a segment of a line
that i1s impossible to follow, the Contractor shall notify the
COR. The COR will coordinate a new starting point.

C10-4 SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS. Cloths, cotton waste, and
other debris that might constitute a fire hazard shall be
placed in closed metal containers and removed at the end of
the day. Upon completion of the work, containers shall be
removed from the site.

C10-5 SCHEDULE OF WORK. The Contractor will perform
the work throughout the calendar year as specified iIn the
Task Order.

C10-6 LOCATION OF WORK. The work area includes all
areas and facilities within the boundaries of the project.
Specific areas of work will be specified on the Task Order.

C10-7 GOVERNMENT FURNISHED EQUIPMENT AND MATERIALS.
See Exhibit J. The Government will furnish one set of real
estate segment maps showing the project boundary. The
Government shall also furnish I-beams as replacements for
missing markers.

C10-8 MEASUREMENT AND PAYMENT.

C10-8.1 Marking Boundaries. Measurement and payment
for marking boundaries will be made at the applicable unit by
the linear foot of boundary marked, which price shall include
all costs of labor, supplies, and equipment required to
complete the work as specified.
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SECTION C11

ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION

Cl1-1 SCOPE OF WORK. This section covers prevention of
environmental pollution or damage resulting from operations
performed under this contract, and for those measures set
forth 1n other Technical Provisions of these specifications.
For the purpose of these specifications, environmental
pollution or damage is defined as impacts or conditions
resulting from work performed under this contract which
adversely i1mpact human health or welfare; unfavorably alter
ecological balances; adversely impact fish or wildlife or the
habitats upon which they depend; or otherwise diminish the
utility of the environment for aesthetic, cultural or
historical purposes. The prevention and control of
environmental pollution requires management of a wide range
of pollutants, including visual aesthetics, noise, solid
waste, radiant energy, pesticides, radioactive materials, as
well as other pollutants.

C11-2 MATERIALS. Not Used.
C11-3 WORK TO BE PERFORMED.

C11-3.1 Quality Control. The Contractor shall
establish and maintain quality control for environmental
protection as set forth herein. The Contractor shall comply
with all federal, state and local environmental protection
laws and regulations. The Contractor shall notify the COR
immediately of any problems which may exist in complying with
any environmental laws or regulations. The Contractor shall
record any compliance problems, and corrective action taken,
on daily reports which are submitted to the COR.

C1l1-3.2 Subcontractors. Assurance of compliance with
this section by subcontractors will be the responsibility of
the Contractor.

Cl11-3.3 Protection of Environmental Resources. The
environmental resources within the project boundaries shall
be preserved in their present condition or be restored to a
condition after completion of operations that will appear to
be natural and not detract from the appearance of the
project. The Contractor shall confine his activities to
areas actually required to perform the work. Environmental
protection shall be as stated in the following paragraphs.

Cl11-3.3.1 Protection of Land Resources. Prior to the
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commencement of any work, the Contractor shall coordinate
with the COR in identifying all land resources to be
preserved within the Contractor’s work areas. Stone, earth
or other material that is displaced from the work area shall
be removed.

C11-3.3.1.1 Work Area Limits. Prior to commencement of
any work, the Contractor shall coordinate with the COR iIn
marking areas that are not required to accomplish work to be
performed under this contract.

C11-3.3.1.2 Reduction of Exposure of Unprotected
Erodible Soils. All earthwork shall be planned and conducted
to minimize the duration of exposure of unprotected soils.

C11-3.3.1.3 Temporary Protection of Disturbed Areas.
Such methods as necessary shall be utilized to effectively
prevent erosion and control sedimentation, including but not
limited to construction of diversion ditches, benches, and
berms to retard and divert runoff or construction of silt
fences or straw or hay bale barriers to control runoff.

Cl11-3.3.1.4 Location of Field Office, Storage and other
Contractor Facilities. The location of Contractor®s field
office, staging areas and storage facilities, which are
required in the performance of the work, shall require the
prior written approval of the Contracting Officer.

C11-3.3.1.5 Temporary Sanitary Facilities. Sanitary
wastes shall not be discharged into waterways or on the soil
surface. All temporary toilets shall be equipped with
approved septic tanks having safe drainage or with closed
holding tanks, which shall be emptied only into approved
treatment plants.

Cl11-3.3.2 Preservation and Recording of Historical,
Archeological and Cultural Resources. |If, during activities
conducted under this contract, the Contractor observes within
the work area, any unusual i1tems that might have any
historical or archeological value, such observations shall be
reported as soon as practicable to the COR so that the proper
authorities may be notified. The Contractor shall leave the
archeological i1tem undisturbed and shall protect the site and
material until such time as is determined by the COR.

Cl11-3.3.3 Protection of Water Resources. The
Contractor shall keep all activities under surveillance,
management and control to avoid pollution of surface and
ground waters. Special management techniques set out below
shall be implemented to control water pollution by the
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activities which are included iIn this contract. The
Contractor shall investigate and comply with all applicable
Federal, state, county, and municipal laws concerning
pollution of rivers and streams.

Cl11-3.3.3.1 Stream Crossings. Stream crossings shall
be avoided during operations. Should stream crossings
involving the transport of materials or vehicles be
necessary, all appropriate permits will be secured
beforehand, and shall be in accordance with all applicable
federal, state and local laws and regulations.

C11-3.3.3.2 Spillages. Special measures shall be taken
to prevent chemicals, fuels, oils, greases, waste washings,
pesticides, herbicides and insecticides from entering public
waters.

C11-3.3.3.3 Monitoring of Water Areas. Monitoring of
water areas affected by the Contractor®s operations shall be
the responsibility of the Contractor. Monitoring of these
areas shall be in accordance with all applicable Federal,
state and local laws and regulations.

Cl11-3.3.4 Protection of Fish and wWildlife. The
Contractor shall keep all activities under surveillance,
management and control to minimize interference with,
disturbance to and damage of fish and wildlife. The
Contractor will not be permitted to alter water flows or
otherwise disturb native habitat adjacent to the project area
which, in the opinion of the COR, are critical to fish or
wildlife.

C11-3.3.5 Protection of Air Resources. The Contractor
shall keep all activities under surveillance, management and
control to minimize pollution of air resources. All
activities, equipment, process, and work operated or
performed by the Contractor in accomplishing the specified
construction shall be in strict accordance with all
applicable federal, state and local emission and performance
laws and standards. Special management techniques as set out
below shall be implemented to control air pollution by the
construction activities which are included in the contract.

Cl11-3.3.5.1 Particulates. Dust particles, aerosols,
and gaseous byproducts from all activities shall be
controlled at all times.

Cl11-3.3.5.2 Hydrocarbons and Carbon Monoxide.
Hydrocarbons and carbon monoxide emissions from equipment
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shall be controlled to Federal and state allowable limits at
all times.

Cl11-3.3.5.3 0Odors. O0Odors shall be controlled at all
times for all activities, processing and preparation of
materials.

C11-3.3.5.4 Monitoring of Air Quality. Monitoring of
air quality shall be the responsibility of the Contractor.
All air areas affected by the Contractor’s activities shall
be monitored by the Contractor as required by all applicable
federal, state and local regulations.

Cl11-3.4 Disposal of Solid Wastes. All handling and
disposal shall be conducted to prevent contamination. Unless
otherwise specified, the Contractor shall transport all solid
waste off Government property and dispose of it in compliance
with Federal, State, and local requirements for solid waste
disposal. The disposal area is to be selected and arranged
for by the Contractor, or at a location on the project when
so directed by the COR. The disposal area proposed by the
Contractor shall be subject to the approval of the COR. The
Contractor shall obtain the written consent of the owner or
owners of the property on which disposal i1s proposed and
shall furnish evidence thereof to the COR. The Contractor-"s
agreement with the property owner(s) shall contain a clause
acknowledging that the Government is not liable for any or
all damages i1n connection with the disposal. Approval of the
agreement shall not relieve the Contractor from
responsibility for all operations in connection with
disposal, including compliance with all Federal, state and
local laws and regulations. All expenses of arranging for
and obtaining the disposal area shall be borne by the
Contractor. Disposal operations on such area shall conform
to the requirements imposed by the owner(s) of the property
and to all Federal, state, and local laws and ordinances
governing the disposal of debris. The Contractor shall be
responsible for all operations in connection with the
disposal. Disposal of any materials, wastes, effluents,
trash, garbage, oil, grease, chemicals, or other debris 1in
areas adjacent to the river or lake will not be permitted.

IT any waste material is dumped iIn unauthorized areas, the
Contractor shall remove the material and restore the area to
the original condition before being disturbed. If necessary,
contaminated ground shall be excavated, disposed of as
requested by the Contracting Officer, and replaced with
suitable fill material, compacted and finished with topsoil
and planted as required to reestablish vegetation.

Cl1-4 SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS.

Cli1-4



Cl1-4.1 Notification. The COR will notify the
Contractor in writing of any noncompliance with the
aforementioned Federal, state, or local laws or regulations.
Such notice, when delivered to the Contractor or his
authorized representative at the site of the work, shall be
deemed sufficient for the purpose. The Contractor shall,
after receipt of such notice, immediately inform the COR of
proposed corrective action and take such action as may be
approved. If the Contractor fails to comply promptly, the
COR may issue an order stopping all or part of the work until
satisftactory corrective action has been taken. No time
extensions shall be granted or costs or damages allowed to
the Contractor for any such suspension.

Cl1-4.2 Restoration of Landscape Damage. Any trees or
other landscape feature, scarred or damaged by the
Contractor™s equipment or operations, shall be restored, as
nearly as possible, to its original condition at the
Contractor®™s expense. The COR will determine what method of
restoration shall be used, and whether damaged trees shall be
treated and healed, or removed and disposed of. This work
shall be accomplished at the Contractor®s expense.
Restoration of scarred and damaged trees shall be performed
in an approved manner by experienced workmen.

Cl1-4.3 Maintenance of Pollution Control Facilities
During the Contract Period. During the life of this
contract, the Contractor shall maintain all facilities
required for pollution control under this contract as long as
the operations creating the particular pollutant are being
carried out or until the material concerned has become
stabilized to the extent that pollution is no longer being
created.

Cl1-4.4 Training of Contractor Personnel in Pollution
Control. The Contractor shall train his personnel in all
phases of environmental protection. The training shall
include methods of detecting and avoiding pollution,
familiarization with pollution standards, both statutory and
contractual, and installation and care of facilities to
ensure adequate and continuous environmental pollution
control.

Cl1l1-5 SCHEDULE OF WORK. Not Used.

C11-6 LOCATION OF WORK. Not Used.

A sample Task Order
iIs shown as Exhibit K.

C12-2 NOTIFICATION OF WORK TO BE DONE (52.111-4003).
The Contractor will be notified of work to be performed by
issuance of Task Orders. Under normal conditions, Task
Orders will be issued that require response within 24 hours
after receipt. All Task Orders must be completed by the
date shown in block 10 of the Task Order (DD Form 1155).
When the Contractor is notified of emergency work required
under these specifications, it is the intent of these
specifications that the Contractor respond and begin work
within two hours after receipt of such notification. Items
which are viewed as being potential emergency work items
will be indicated in the bid schedule.

C12-3 WORKING HOURS (52.111-4004). a. Normal Working
Hours. Normal Government working hours shall be Monday
through Friday, except Federal holidays, 7:30 a.m. to 4:00
p-m. Except as otherwise specified or indicated on the Task
Order, work inside Government buildings or other secured
areas shall be performed during the above referenced work
hours. The ten Federal Holidays observed are:

New Years Day (January 1°%

Martin Luther King Day (3" Monday in January)
President®s Day (3" Monday in February)
Memorial Day (Last Monday in May)
Independence Day (July 4t

Labor Day (1°* Monday in September)

Columbus Day (2" Monday in October)

Thanksgiving Day (4" Thursday in November)
Christmas Day (December 25%)

When one of the above designated holidays falls on a Sunday,
the following Monday is observed as a legal holiday. When a
legal holiday falls on a Saturday, the preceding Friday is
observed as a holiday.
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b. Work that interferes with other ongoing functions
at the project shall be scheduled around normal working
hours, as specified by the Contracting Officer®s Authorized
Representative (COR). Work shall be scheduled around the
above listed Federal Holidays except as specified herein or
as approved by the COR. Schedules of work for specific
services are identified as individual sections of this
specification.

c. Emergency Working Hours, Emergency working hours
shall be 24 hours per day, seven day per week.

Cl2-4 Emergency Work. Emergency work is any work
required to correct problems caused by failures or
deficiencies to project facilities and property which
constitutes an immediate danger or health hazard to persons
or a threat to property. The Contractor shall have
qualified personnel available on call, 24 hours per day,
seven days per week for emergency work. The name(s),
address(es) and phone number(s) of the person(s) to be
contacted in case of an emergency shall be submitted to the
COR at the pre-work conference. This person(s) shall have
the authority to act on behalf of the Contractor to perform
the necessary emergency work without delay. Emergency work
will be initiated by notice (phone call or other means) from
the COR. The Contractor shall initiate corrective action
within two hours of the notice. The Contractor shall notify
the COR or his representative immediately of any emergency
work which cannot be corrected within a 24-hour period.
When emergency situations are recognized by the Contractor
or Contractor personnel, the COR shall be contacted
immediately and prior to initiating emergency work, unless
the nature of the emergency requires immediate action to
preserve life or prevent injury. In such cases the
Contractor shall perform remedial work to temporarily
correct the situation and shall advise the COR of the
problem as soon as possible, but not later than 24 hours
after the situation is recognized.

C12-5 Inclement Weather and Holiday Work. The
Contractor shall maintain the schedule of services
regardless of inclement weather. Exceptions can be approved
by the COR, when severe conditions make it impracticable or
dangerous to perform the work. The Contractor will be
notified, by modification to the Task Order, of any COR
determination to extend the performance period due to
inclement weather. Work shall be performed on the holidays
(Memorial Day, Independence Day, Labor Day and Columbus Day)
during the heavy visitation period (April through October).
Also, additional Contractor personnel may be required to
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adequately take care of the additional work load during
periods of heavy visitation.

Cl12-6 Interruptions to Systems. All work that would
necessitate an interruption of the use of the project or to
the systems or otherwise disrupt building occupants and/or
the visiting public shall be fully coordinated and approved
in advance by the COR. Interruptions shall be kept to an
absolute minimum, and all repairs and replacements of
equipment or components shall be accomplished in an
expeditious and efficient manner.

Cl2-7 Pre-Work Conference. The Contractor and his
authorized representative(s) shall attend a pre-work
conference, prior to the initiation of work under this
contract. During this meeting, the Contractor shall provide
all items listed In Exhibit M, and may raise questions about
the contract. The Government will discuss the Contractor®s
responsibilities under this contract; identify project
instrumentation; discuss the preparation of all reports
(including 1nspection reports), and answer all the
Contractor®™s questions.

C12-8 Morning Meetings. The Contractor or his
authorized representative shall report, i1n person, to the
COR, in the morning, prior to commencement of work, at the
project office a minimum of three times per week to discuss
contract work items. Specific topics of discussion at these
morning meetings may include issuing Task Orders,
inspections, quality control, and upcoming work. 1If a
Contract Deficiency Report (CDR) is issued, mutual effort
will be made to resolve i1dentified problems iIn order to
preclude their recurrence.

C12-9 Contractor Work Schedule. Prior to beginning
work under a Task Order for services which may be random
sampled (i.e. cleaning, solid waste removal), the Contractor
shall provide to the COR a schedule for the services listed
under each section with the completion time for each work
item. The Contractor™s representative shall remain at the
work site for 15 minutes following each scheduled completion
time to permit a Government inspector to check the work.

Any change in this schedule shall be submitted to the COR at
least two weeks i1n advance of the change, unless otherwise
approved by the COR. The work schedule submitted shall be
in sufficient detail to allow the Government to inspect all
work as it is performed. A sample Contractor Work Schedule
iIs shown as Exhibit L.
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C12-10 Environmental Program. The Contractor shall
comply with Federal, State, and local laws, regulations and
standards regarding environmental protection. All
environmental protection matters shall be coordinated with
the COR. Any of the facilities operated by the Contractor
may be inspected by the COR, or other Federal, State and
local officials on a non-notice basis. Access for
inspection shall be granted upon request. Citations against
Government facilities for noncompliance with environmental
standards are a matter for resolution between the Government
and the issuing office. Payment of fines or penalty charges
associated with citations issued by Federal, State or local
officials will be paid by the Government. If the citations
are issued due to faulty maintenance practices of the
Contractor, the COR will deduct the fine from any moneys due
the Contractor. (See also Section C-11 - ENVIRONMENTAL
PROTECTION.

Cl2-11 Safety and Security Requirements. The
Contractor shall comply with all current provisions of the
Occupational Safety and Health Act (OSHA) i1n addition to the
requirements of the Corps of Engineers Manual, EM 385-1-1,
"Safety and Health Requirements Manual™ or as otherwise
indicated herein. ITf the Contractor fails or refuses to
promptly comply with safety and security requirements as
specified herein, the COR may issue an order stopping all or
part of the work until satisfactory corrective action has
been taken. No part of the time lost due to any such stop

order shall be made subject to a claim for extension of time
or for excess costs or damages to the Contractor. The
Contractor will not be paid for work not performed as a
result of the stop order.

C12-12 Damage Reports. 1In all instances where
Government property and/or equipment iIs damaged by
Contractor employees, a full report of the incident and
extent of such damage shall be submitted to the COR, within
2 work days (less weekends and holidays) of occurrence.

C12-13 Contract Deficiency Report (CDR). A Contract
Deficiency Report (CDR) is a formal document used by the
Government to process defects iIn work performed (see Exhibit
0). As initially issued to the Contractor, the CDR
describes the deficiency or problem. The CDR will be
discussed with the Contractor or his representative when it
is issued. The Contractor shall provide his written
response on the CDR form within 24 hours of issuance. The
Contractor®s response shall:
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(1) ldentify the cause and corrective action
taken, and

(2) Ildentify Contractor action to prevent
recurrence.

The COR will evaluate the Contractor®s response and
take appropriate action, which may include necessary
deductions. Upon finalization of the CDR, the Contractor
and the COR shall sign the form and the Contractor will be
given a copy of the completed form. Should the Contractor
not concur with any decision or finding, the Contractor may
so state, In writing, and request a final decision by the
Contracting Officer. The Contracting Officer will monitor
all CDR"s issued. CDR"s are the principle evidence used by
the Contracting Officer iIn determining Government contract
actions such as termination.

C12-14 Contractor Quality Control Program. The
Contractor shall establish a quality control program to
assure the requirements of the contract are provided as
specified. This program must be approved by the Contracting
Officer prior to commencement of any work. One copy of the
Contractor™s quality control program shall be provided to
the COR at the pre-work conference. Failure to provide
appropriate Quality Control may result iIn issuance of a CDR,
and/or termination of the contract. An updated copy of the
quality control program shall be provided to the Contracting
Officer and COR on contract start date, and as changes
occur. The program shall include, but not be limited to the
following:

(1) An inspection system covering all the work
stated in the contract specifications. It shall specify
areas to be inspected on either a scheduled or unscheduled
basis and identify the individuals who will do the
inspections.

(2) A method of identifying deficiencies in the
quality of work performed before the level of performance
becomes unacceptable.

(3) A fTile of all inspections conducted by the
Contractor and the corrective actions taken. This
documentation shall be made available to the COR. A
suggested format for the Contractor Quality Control Plan is
contained iIn Exhibit P.

C12-15 Quality Assurance. The Government will monitor
the Contractor®s performance in each functional area under
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this contract and reserve the right to use whatever
additional surveillance procedures are deemed appropriate.
The Government will monitor the contract to insure
compliance using a Quality Assurance Surveillance Plan
(QASP), but reserves the right to alter the plan at i1ts own
discretion. The QASP is included in Exhibit Q for
information purposes only. The Government reserves the
right to change methods of inspection as deemed necessary
including using procedures iIn the Contract Clause entitled
"Inspection of Services - Fixed-Price"™ in lieu of the
payment analysis method described in the QASP.

Cl2-16 Deficiencies. a. General. If the Contractor
fails to perform, or if performance in any area is judged
unsatisfactory, the Government will take corrective action.
IT any of the work performed does not conform with contract
requirements, the Government may require the Contractor to
perform the work again in conformity with contract
requirements, at no cost to the Government. When the defect
in work cannot be corrected by reperformance, or cannot be
corrected in the specified time frame, the Contractor is
required to respond to a CDR and deductions will be
determined by one of the following methods:

(1) Reduce payment to reflect the reduced value
of the work performed as determined by the COR. (Note
deductions portion of random sampling explanation in Exhibit

Q.-

(2) The Government may, by separate contract or
otherwise, perform the work and charge to the Contractor any
costs incurred by the Government that are directly related
to the performance of such work. The actual cost includes,
but is not limited to, labor costs including benefits,
transportation, and materials.

b. Services. Deficiencies for specific services are
described in detail in the section covering each service to
be performed.

Cl2-17. Government-Furnished Facilities. a. Office
and Storage Facilities. Suitable space will be provided for
the Contractor®s use for this contract, as listed in Exhibit
R. The Contractor shall maintain such space or grounds to
the same, or higher standards, as similar areas occupied by
the Government, and shall assume responsibility for the
safekeeping of facilities provided. The Contractor shall
not use those grounds or facilities as a place of
habitation. At the completion of the contract, all
facilities shall be returned to the Government in the same
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condition as received, except for reasonable wear and tear.
The Contractor shall be held responsible for the cost of any
repairs caused by negligence on the part of the Contractor
or Contractor employees. Modifications or changes shall not
be made to any facilities without prior approval of the COR.
Any modifications to the facilities shall be at the
Contractor™s expense. The Contractor shall be responsible
for maintaining physical security for the Government-
furnished facilities. Should the Contractor reject any or
all Government-furnished facilities, the Contractor shall
provide all necessary facilities at no cost to the
Government. All Government-furnished facilities shall be
used only for the performance of the work under this
contract.

b. Telephone. Telephones furnished by the Government
shall be used for Government business only.

c. Utilities. Where utilities are furnished by the
Government, the Contractor shall make a dedicated effort to
conserve utilities usage and shall comply with all
Government regulations regarding energy conservation.
Government-furnished utilities shall be used only iIn the
performance of work specified in this contract.

d. Forms. All Government forms required by the
Government to be used under this contract will be provided
by the Government during the contract period.

e. Control. The Government will provide sufficient
keys to allow access to secure areas. The Contractor shall
be held responsible for losses due to his unauthorized
duplication of keys or negligence and for the replacement of
compromised locks (which i1s required due to loss or
duplication of keys). Upon completion (including any
extensions of contract term) or termination of the contract
for any reason, the Contractor shall return all Government-
furnished keys.

C12-18. Safeguarding Government Property. The
Contractor shall cooperate with Government personnel in
safeguarding Government property. The Contractor shall be
responsible for promptly reporting all acts of vandalism,
larceny, or pilferage of Government property to the COR.
The Contractor shall establish security procedures and
safeguards, that are compatible with the Government®s
existing procedures, to protect all equipment, material,
tools, and other resources. The Contractor shall cooperate
with, and provide any assistance necessary to the
Government, during any audits, usage checks of expendable
property and inventories of non-expendable property. Any
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item of value found on the work sites shall be placed In the
custody of the COR for return to the owner, if ownership can
be established.

C12-19. Reports. The Contractor shall, In an accurate
and timely manner, prepare all reports, forms, permits,
etc., as required in this contract. The list of reports,
forms, permits, etc., may include, but is not limited to the
following:

QUALITY ASSURANCE SURVEILLANCE PLAN

1. OUALITY ASSURANCE SURVEILIANCE PLAN (QASP). This plan will be
used to assure the Government that the work specified under this
contract is completed satisfactorily. This plan is included for
information purposes and will not be made part of any resulting
contract. Payment Analysis will be conducted by using the Random,
Planned, or 100% sampling methods; however, the Government has the
right to change or modify inspection methods at its discretion.

2. DEFINITIONS.

2.1 Acceptable Quality Level (AQL). The AQL is a
predetermined value selected and used by the Government Quality
Assurance Inspector to distinguish between satisfactory and
unsatisfactory performance. For evaluation by random/planned
sampling, AQL's are stated 1n percentages (i.e. 0.05, 0.10) as per
table A-1. The AQL tables have three parts: Lot (Population) size,
sample size, and the allowable reject level.

2.2 Lot (Population Size). The total number of reguired
services per inspection from which a sample is to be drawn.

Example: 505 picnic sites to be cleaned each day
X 20 cleaning das/mo. (inspection period)
10,000 Lot (population size)

2.3 Sample Size. The number of samples o be taken per lot
size as determined by the assigned AQL.

Example: AQL of 0.10 and a population of 10,100 will equal a
Sample Size of 26 as per Table A-1

2.4 Allowable Reject lLevel (ARL). The ARL 1is the allowable
margin of error allowed the Contractor under the Random and Planned
Sampling Method. When the observed total mumber of defects per
inspection period is equal to or below the ARL, the work will be
considered satisfactory. If the observed total number of defects per
inspection period is a greater number than the ARL, the work will be
considered unsatisfactory . Unsatisfactory rating will require
corrective action and/or deductions, and will include a review of the
Contractor's Quality Control Program. Notification of unsatisfactory
performance exceeding that ARL will be in the form of a Deficiency
Report issued by the COR or authorized representative.

Example: AQL of 0.10, population of 10,100, sample size of
26 will equal an ARL of 6 as per Table A-1
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3. PAYMENT ANALYSIS.

3.1 Random Sampling Method. Surveillance based on random
sampling is a Government Quallity Assurance evaluation method designed
to evaluate some part, but not all, of the contract service
requirements being monitored. This method, based on statistical
theory, estimates the Contractor's overall level of performance for a
given service reguirement. Randen sampling 1s considered where there
is a large homogeneous population and a 100% inspection 1is not
feasible., Surveillance of the results of a scheduled service is
based on samples from finished work using the randcm sample table.
These results are then compared to the specified performance
standards.

3.1.1 Monitoring. Inspection of all services performed under
this method will be conducted according to a schedule developed by
the Government. Inspection samnples will be selected randomly fron
each lot. Only those items appearing in the random samples will be
used for evaluating performance.

3.1.2 Deductions. Once a randcm sample has been taken of a
lot, and the number of defective items exceeds the ARL for that lot,
a deduction will be based on the following example.

a. Monthly lot contract price for cleaning picnic
sites 1s $5,050.00

b. Lot size 1s 10,100 units.
c.. Sample size using an AQL of 0.10 is Z6(Table A-1)
d. Number of defects in the sample 1is 8 (ARL of 6)
e. DPercentage of sample defective is 0.308.

(d/c = 8/26 = 0.308)
f. Deduction from the current months invoice is

$1,555.54

3.2 Planned Sampling Methods. Survelllance by planned
sampling, like random sampling, is designed to inspect some part, but
not all of the contract service requirements being monitored.

Planned sampling under this plan will differ from random sampling
only in the way in which samples are selected. The same AQL tables
will be used (where practical) with lot size, sample size, and ARL's
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remaining the same. Planned sampling will be used in lieu of random
sampling when the lot size is not large enough to make the random
tables practical, or the service is not critical enough to warrant
100% inspection, or to avoid excessive travel and loss of productive
time for the inspector. The results of these inspections, like
random sampling, are then compared to the specific performance
standards.

EXAMPLE: The inspector 1s to inspect bulletin boards.
Bulletin board lot size is only 38 and occurs in only one park and
the headquarters area. If the random sampling method determines that
the inspector must inspect the cleaning service of restrooms in a
particular park that contains a bulletin board, then the inspector
may chose, by planned sampling, to inspect the cleaning of that
bulletin board in that same park rather than drive to another park to
make a separate similar inspection. '

3.2.1 Monitoring. Inspection of all services performed under
this method will be conducted according to a schedule developed by
the Government. The Government may, however, choose faclilities it
wishes to inspect without randomly selecting. ©Only those samples
will be used for evaluating performance.

3.2.2 Deductions. Once a planned sample has been taken of a
lot, and the number of defective items exceeds the ARL (as chosen by
the Government) for that lot, a deduction will be based on the
following example:

a. Contract price for bulletin bocards 1s $19.00

b. Population size is 38.

c. Sample Size using an AQL of 0.05 is 15

d. Number of defects in the sample is 6 (ARL of 3)

e. Percentage of sample defective is 0.40.

(d/c = 6/15 = 0.40)
f. Deduction for the current month is $7.60.
(a x e = $19.00 x 0.40 = $7.60)

3.3 100% Inspection Method. Surveillance by this method
requires that every occurrence of a performed service be monitored.
Contract requirements using these evaluations are generally those
that occur infrequently, or are essential, or are costly to perform.

These results are then compared to the specific performance
standards.
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3.3.1 Monitoring. Inspection cf all services performed under
this method will be conducted according tc a schedule developed by
the Government. 211 services in a lot will be Inspected and used for
evaluating performance.

3.3.2 Deductions. The COR may reculre that all work that
fails to provide the desired results be redcne or reduce the contract
price to egual the reduced value of the service. The Contractoer
shall ensure that defects do not recur. If the Contractcr fails toc
rework the rejected areas or the defects are recurring, the
Government may:

3.3.2.5 Should 1t beccme necessary for the Inspector to
perform re-inspections of defective work that was regulred to be

redone (due to failure of the Contractors Quality Corntrol Systen to
locate and cure these deficiencies prior to the Goverrment's

inspection), there will be a re-inspection/administration charge
equal to the Actual Government Cost (AGC) at the Effective Hourly
Rate (E.H.R.) applied to re-inspect. The AGC linspectlon time will
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start the minute the inspector is called and or stops other duties to
perform the re-inspection and will end when the inspector returns to
the duty site after the inspection. These charges w1ll be deducted
from the Contractor's monthly involice. Re-inspection charges will
only be deducted when the contractor has been given the opportunity
to redo work that was not originally performed correctly.

that may not be borne by an employee where such cost reduces the hourly
rate below that required by the wage determination.

The contractor or subcontractor is required to furnish all employees with
An adequate number of uniforms without cost or to reimburse employees

for the actual cost of the uniforms. |In addition, where uniform cleaning
and maintenance is made the responsibility of the employee, all contractors
and subcontractors subject to this wage determination shall (in the absence
of a bona fide collective bargaining agreement providing for a different
amount, or the furnishing of contrary affirmative proof as to the actual
cost), reimburse all employees for such cleaning and maintenance at a rate
of $3.35 per week (or $.67 cents per day). However, in those instances
where the uniforms furnished are made of "wash and wear™ materials, may be

prospective wage rates and fringe benefit provisions that are effective only
upon such contingencies as "approval of Wage and Hour, issuance of a wage
determination, incorporation of the wage determination in the contract,
adjusting the contract price, etc.” (The relevant CBA section) iIn the
collective bargaining agreement between (the parties) contains contingency
language that Wage and Hour does not recognize as reflecting "arm"s length
negotiation"” under section 4(c) of the Act and 29 C.F.R. 5.11(a) of the
regulations. This wage determination therefore reflects the actual CBA wage
rates and fringe benefits paid under the predecessor contract.

REQUEST FOR AUTHORIZATION OF ADDITIONAL CLASSIFICATION AND WAGE RATE {Standard
Form 1444 (SF 1444)}

Conformance Process:

The contracting officer shall require that any class of service employee

which is not listed herein and which is to be employed under the contract

(i.e., the work to be performed is not performed by any classification

listed In the wage determination), be classified by the contractor so as to
provide a reasonable relationship (i.e., appropriate level of skill comparison)
between such unlisted classifications and the classifications listed in the

wage determination. Such conformed classes of employees shall be paid the
monetary wages and furnished the fringe benefits as are determined. Such
conforming process shall be initiated by the contractor prior to the performance
of contract work by such unlisted class(es) of employees. The conformed
classification, wage rate, and/or fringe benefits shall be retroactive to the
commencement date of the contract. {See Section 4.6 (C)(vi)} When multiple wage
determinations are included in a contract, a separate SF 1444 should be prepared
for each wage determination to which a class(es) is to be conformed.

The process for preparing a conformance request is as follows:

1) When preparing the bid, the contractor identifies the need for a conformed
occupation(s) and computes a proposed rate(s).

2) After contract award, the contractor prepares a written report listing in
order proposed classification title(s), a Federal grade equivalency (FGE) for
each proposed classification(s), job description(s), and rationale for proposed
wage rate(s), including information regarding the agreement or disagreement of
the authorized representative of the employees involved, or where there is no
authorized representative, the employees themselves. This report should be
submitted to the contracting officer no later than 30 days after such unlisted
class(es) of employees performs any contract work.

3) The contracting officer reviews the proposed action and promptly submits a
report of the action, together with the agency"s recommendations and pertinent
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information including the position of the contractor and the employees, to the
Wage and Hour Division, Employment Standards Administration, U.S. Department of
Labor, for review. (See section 4.6(b)(2) of Regulations 29 CFR Part 4).

4) Within 30 days of receipt, the Wage and Hour Division approves, modifies, or
disapproves the action via transmittal to the agency contracting officer, or
notifies the contracting officer that additional time will be required to
process the request.

5) The contracting officer transmits the Wage and Hour decision to the
contractor.

6) The contractor informs the affected employees.

Information required by the Regulations must be submitted on SF 1444 or bond
paper.

When preparing a conformance request, the "'Service Contract Act Directory of
Occupations™ (the Directory) should be used to compare job definitions to insure
that duties requested are not performed by a classification already listed in
the wage determination. Remember, it is not the job title, but the required
tasks that determine whether a class is included in an established wage
determination. Conformances may not be used to artificially split, combine, or
subdivide classifications listed in the wage determination.
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
